In addition, sve hope 
to poll the candidates for their opinions on spe- 
cific questions which we feel to be important. 

We hope that the candidates will take full 
advantage of these opportunities, and that we 
will see an election campaign worthy of the 
name.

Dcur Sir: 

In Friday's daily, you published 
u letter disputing my comments on 
Prof. Helmut Blumc's concert last 
Monday evening. 

It said, in short: that any musi- 
cian must lean on n tradition of 
sorts, that I am "obviously a Bach 
worshipper", and that therefore I 
ought to appreciate a romantic in- 
terpretation of his work; that 
Prof. Blumc is a well-recognized 
musicologist, and thus he ought to 
know how to perform the music 
he knows so well; and Anally im- 
plies that I was criticizing the con- 
cert severely because, being young, 
I felt that the only worthwhile cri- 
ticism is destructive. 

To begin with, I was not criti- 
cizing the acceptance of a tradi- 
tion, but saying that now and then, 
I thought the performance tended 
to lean on the standard trustions 
of Europe a little too heavily. As 
to being a "Bach worshipper", I 
do not "worship" any man living 
or dead; I only know that Bach's 
Chaconne in D minor, when played 
well on the violin it was intended 
for, has a most intense efect on the 
hearer, and conceivably could in 
an arrangement, and that the per- 
formance last week was only

pleasant in other words, I was dis 
appointed to hear music I knew to 
be affecting simply plnyed well. 

I have nothing but admiration 
for Prof. Blume us a musicologist; 
his program which used to be 
broadcast on Monday evenings is 
the only musical series on the air 
which I found consistently interest- 
ing. But Dr. Johnson was a pretty 
weak poet: being u good critic does 
not necessarily equip one to be a 
great urtist. In answer to the last 
remarks, I can only ask that my 
other reviews be read before judg- 
ment be passed. 

In my critique in Thursday's 
Dnily, I tried to say that I did not 
feel there was any great fault in 
the performance, but that I was 
disappointed that it had not been 
as good as I hud hoped. I thought 
the muin cause of my disappoint- 
ment lay with the music played, I 
could not understand the playing 
of such u dated aberration as this 
arrangement, when so much of 



Bach's best work lies in the Well- 
Tempered Clavier and the suites, 
already written for keyboard in- 
struments, and hardly ever heard. 

No-one will claim more than a 
few bars of beauty for the Beetho- 
ven, I think; and the same would 
be true of the Schubert. The 
Hindemith was "well-done but 
dull" to me, and I couldn't feel the 
charm of Debussy's Children's Cor- 
ner coming through. By the time 
we got to the Chopin sonata, my 
ears were ringing — .quite possibly 
because of the acoustics of Moyse 
Hall — and it was a total loss to 
me. 

Before performing music, I feel 
we must at least try to find out 
what the composer was trying to 
suy in writing the music in ques- 
tion, und then attempt to project 
this to our auditors. I did not feel 
this being done last Monday night, 
und this disappointment prompted 
my remarks in Thursday's Daily.

If the riots which broke out at several Canadian universities this 
full ure un indication of student immaturity at those universities, 
then MttGill can be proud of the maturity exhibited by her students. 
In general, though, we sometimes wonder whether McGill students 
don't carry their maturity a little too fur. 

Independent Spirit 

A student riot is an- unpleasunt affair, involving property dam- 
age and peisonnl injury in muny enses, but it does show u certain 
independent spirit which we think has its points. McGill students 
don't riot, which is a good thing, but they don't seem to express this 
spirit in any other way either. In fact, one is compelled to wonder 
Whether they have the spirit at all. 

The Case of Henri D'Ung 

This, was not always so. A group of Law students once invented 
a M. Henri D'Ung, whom they registered in first year law. This 
interesting but completely fictitious gentleman passed into second 
year with a reasonable average, and was unmasked only when he 
wus run for one of McGill's top student posts — President of the 
Union, if we remember correctly. Requests for payment of fees which 
came regularly from the Bursar's Office were stalled off by referen- 
ces to M. D'Ung's substuntiul fortune in France, tied up for the mo- 
ment by foreign exchange difficulties. 

LiRht-hcurted Tradition 

Other light-hearted escapudes were part of McGill's tradition, as 
they are part of the traditions of nearly ull universities in Cunada, 
the United States and Britain. In losing this tradition, we think Mc- 
Gill has lost something of value. 

To commit practical jokes of this kind requires two things : ima- 
gination and an unwillingness to be intimidated by authority or by 
convention. If we cannot find these in our university students, where 
shall we look for them ? Certainly they are things worth having. 
Few worthwhile Antics 

The mildly eccentric characters with the nerve and imagination 
to conceive and execute these projects for the sake of amusement 
alone are no longer with us. Aside from the occasional uninspired 
pilfering of Arts Building flags, bloody trophies, etc., the only antics 
worth noting are those of publicity agents; and on the whole these 
are pretty dull stuff. We do get the occasional sign which reads : "I 
went to the devil in my Maidenform Bra," showing a young lady do- 
ing precisely that, but this is tut a spark of original thought amid 
the kIooiii of conventionality. 

Nor has the imagination and enterprise which we cannot see 
directed towards putting fictitious students through McGill, blossom- 
ed out into regulur student activities — far from it. Our student 
elections, our model parliament and even The Dnily -become duller 
and duller us the years pnss. 

Is there u Solution? 

A solution to this situation is not easy to find. Certainly we can- 
not expect the university authorities (as concerned as they may be 
over this state of affairs) to get busy and organize effigy burnings, 
kidnappings, impersonations or other forms of fun, or even to respond 
with wholehearted enthusiusm should someone else take up tho chal- 
lenge. 

Perhaps there is no solution. Perhaps the era of student pranks 
is over at McGill, und we doomed to a succession of students who take 
life and themselves with dreadful seriousness. 

Does anyone want to go with us, while vre fire a cannon? 
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Enough articles have been writ- 
ten about the Montreal transpor- 
tation problem. This is an article 
about the McGill transportation 
problem. 

Wc happen to be one of those 
who hitch hike to school every 
morning, Monday through Friday, 
rain or shine. Anyone in'a similar 
position will immediately see the 
pitfalls connected with this situa- 
tion. Although we have never been 
late since the begining of the sea- 
son, we realize that this is not the 
case with everyone. If you happen 
to get a "cowboy chauffeur", your 
hastily consumed breakfast is liable 
to suffer. Sometimes, you take 
your life into your hands; for ex- 
ample, if your benefactor happens 
to be a former taxi driver. 

Easiest Lot 

But ours is by far the easiest lot. 
Those who travel by strcetenrs or 
buses fare much worse. They must 
wait, and wait and wait. Then they 
stand, jostled and irritable.

Columbia University — (UP) — 
To date nearly 500 students at 
Columbia University have signed 
a petition supporting the censure 
of Senntor Joseph MsCarthy by 
the United States Senate. 
Circulated Soon 

The petition will be circulated 
a few more days and then for- 
warded to the two senators from 
New York, Irving Ives and Herbert 
Lehman. It is sponsored by the 
Columbia University Chapter of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Coloured People, 
(NAACP), and the Social Action 
Committee of the Union Theologic- 
al Seminary. 

Going Well 

Representatives of the two or- 
ganizations report that the signing 
is going well although a few stu- 
dents who expressed their support 
of the petition orally would not 
sign it because they felt that it 
was dangerous to sign your name 
to anything these days. They added 
that most of the students bad defi- 
nite opinions one way or the other. 

The Columbia NAACP is follow- 
ing the lead of the national organ- 
ization which passed a resolution 
supporting the censure nt its an- 
nunl convention. 

Not Religious ; 

The chairman of the Social Ac- 
tion Committee claimed that the 
question of censuring McCarthy 
was not a specifically religious 
problem but that "it constituted 
à moral problem for all the Amer 
lesn people."

NFCUS MAKES

The thcoreticnl conclusions of 
the recent NFCUS conference are 
beginning to be put into practice 
in the form of an all out attempt 
to obtain government scholarships. 
, The NFCUS committee at Mc- 
Gill and throughout all Canadian 
universities are starting to put 
pressure on the local civic groups, 
seeking support for their venture. 
Effective Job 

In order for the Montreal dele- 
gation to do an effective job in 
this field of work, many more stu- 
dents are needed. Anyone interest- 
ed in joining the NFCUS commit- 
tee should nttend a meeting todny 
at 1 pm in the Boardroom of the 
Union. 

At the Nntionnl Conference, de- 
finite plans were drawn up ns to 
the avenues of approach. One of 
the first moves will be to contact 
all Montreal MPs to get their 
backing. If enough prominent peo- 
ple will step out in favour of this 
financial aid, the chances of the 
Federation will be furthered. 
Tentative Schedule 

The local committee has already 
drawn up a tentative schedule to 
meet with as many civic groups as 
posible, to get their active support. 
Those {groups which already donate 
scholarships, it is thought, will be 
particularly interested in helping. 

Many students throughout 
Canada arc unable to attend uni- 
versities because of lack of funds; 
these would benefit if government 
scholarships were made a regular 
institution. Tho Committee feels 
that the government in other coun- 
tries takes a very active interst in 
sending its citizens through college, 
and sees no reason why the Cana- 
dian government should not act 
accordingly. 

Often Attacked 

NFCUS has long been attacked 
us an organization which has ac- 
complished nothing on cither a 
local or nntionul level. The organi- 
zation has defended itself by say- 
ing thnt it was young, and would 
do ns much as the support of the 
student bodies enabled it to do. 
This aim, the committee feels, is 
very worthwhile, and if carried out 
sucessfully would in itself justify 
the existence of NFCUS.

It is good, light entertainment, 
though perhaps not up to the high 
standnrd of Tight Little Island, 
with which it will inevitably be 
compared. 

It is the story of a remote com-

thoroughly enjoyable comedy situa- 
tion ensues. 

Characterization is delightful. 
Unforgettable is the villager's pre- 
sentation of Macbeth in honour of 
Parliamentary guests while blind- 
ing rain sets the hillside stage. 

Two loves hath Barbie, also Bri- 
tish, completes the double bill. It 
is a melodrama of family life and 
extramarital entanglements: the 
longest 82 minutes this reviewer 
has endured on a British screen. 
Superficial, meaningless, and poor- 
ly played, it should never have been 
released for export. The wise 
moviegoer will time his arrival to 
begin with Scotch and be prepared 
to leave when he has had his fill of 
Barbie's "loves".

On Friday night in Moyse Hall, 
Prof. Brott of the Faculty of Music 
continued the series commemorat- 
ing. the fiftieth anniversnry of the 
Faculty's inception by conducting 
n most interesting concert of works 
of former students. 

Each of these works was in the 
modern idiom, and this makes it 
difficult to judge them at one 
hearing; at first contact, a new 
dialect is bound to be confusing. At 
best, all a critic can do is be quite 
subjective, and say whether or not 
he felt there was anything in the 
music. I think I can honestly say 
that I felt that 'something wns 
there' in nil the music plnyed. 

-The concert began with Violet 
Archer's ' Second String Quartet. 
Miss Archer is only the third 
woman composer I hnve ever heard 
of, but all by herself she does very

well indeed against the domination 
of the mnle. The theme and varia- 
tions of the second movement seem- 
ed especially fine to me, with a 
quite impressive viola solo at its 
start, and a comic scherzo varia- 
tion. 

Robert Turner's Third Quartet 
is nlso by a man new to me, but 
who had some affecting things in 
his music; I recall an impression 
of solemnity and statelincss in his 
slower passages, although -the 
Presto finale seemed to me mninly 
built on rather small ideas and ef- 
fects. However, his technique wns 
solid, and we were certainly never 
bored. 

The final work on the program 
was one of Prof. Brott's own — a 
setting of five Canadian poems for 
six instruments nnd narrator — in 
this case, Don McGill. They began 
with Earle Birney's Canada Case 
History, handled in n very satiric 
way. Unfortunately, the words of 
the poems were" not always too 
clear, so the significance of Mar- 
tha's Children by Gilean Douglas 
was lost to me, as well as some 
other points ; but the settings were 
always vigorous. I especially liked 
the beginning of E. J. Pratt's Ero- 
sion, when I felt the craggy solemn 
cliffs very clearly.

Lust year, in her much-discuss- 
U(j Su hlltle fur the .Mind, Dr. 
Ncatby made a startling compar- 
ison. Shu compared the aims and 
methods of Canadian education as 
they are today with what she felt 
they ought to he. The difference, 
to use an understatement, was 
great. In her book, A Temperate 
Dispute, Dr. Ncat'by defends and 
clarifies her former statements in 
a style as vigorous as before. 
In fact, Dr. Ncatby is dis- 
pleased, and I he reasons she 
gives for her displeasure arc 
». clear and convincing. Accord- 
ing to her, our schools arc no 
lunger in the hands of educators 
but of "education experts", 
and they arc producing, in- 
stead of enlightened individuals, 
• a mob, or, as she puts it, a 
"herd" instead or a "group". 
"Trinity of Values" 
Now that the many instead of 
the few are attending school, the 
intellectual standard has been low- 
ered to the level of the average 
pupil, instead of the average pupil 
being made to aspire to the high- 
est standard. There exists there- 
fore a "trinity of values": interest 
self-realization through activities, 
and integration in the group. 
In other words the "experts", 
. presuming to know what happi- 
"ness is, make it an immediate 
goal. They encourage children to 
study what is easy and interest- 
ing to them instead of that 
which will be ultimately useful. 
They insist that the children be 
confident of themselves and 
well-adjusted within the confines 
of their groups. The tendency 
being toward greater and great- 
er equalization, or "socializa- 
tion", the children learn to

knowing their subjects thoroughly, 
they are trained to teach as en- 
gineers are trained for technicnl 
skills. Moreover, the teachers do 
not have the freedom to teach in 
their own way, but must do so in 
accordance with prescribed meth- 
ods. The pride and ovcr-presump- 
tuousness of a handful of "ex- 
perts" produces pride in the grad- 
uates instead of a desire for self- 
perfection and an attitude of rev- 
erence and respect. 

According to Dr. Ncatby, "wc 
have lost fear of evil or of 
ignorance." For her, virtue and 
knowledge arc dependent on 
each other. When our mental 
standards are lowered, so arc 
our moral standards, and this 
evil "threatens to cut us off 
from the living roots of our ci- 
vilization." As the "child" is 
taught rather than the "subject" 
the responsibility becomes 
greater, and yet the qualifica- 
tions become less. The aim is 
the "well-rounded", "socially- 
adjusted" member of the herd 
instead of a free - thinking

see farther than their predecessors 
because they stand on the should- 
ers of giants. Today, assuming that 
wc were born on giants' shoulders, 
wc resist tho suggestion that we 
must climb there by n hard and 
humbling process. . . We face, per- 
haps, the natural consequences of 
this insolent denial of homage. At 
few periods in the history of our 
civilization have so many men 
been treated so much like beasts." 



Whether we agree or not that, 
the situation is so extreme, or 
that her alternative is a better 
one, the book is a stimulating 
one. If it dues nothing else, it 
may at least cause certain edu- 
cators to stop and ask them 
selves very carefully whether 
they are- doing the right thing. 
Any healthy system must have 
opposition, and some of the 
things said by Dr. Ncatby need- 
ed saying very badly. For in the 
current feud between "tradition- 
alists" and "moderns" in the. 
field of education, she offers a 
compromise, which is to be 
neither caught in the trap of 
tradition nor carried away by 
every novelty which presents it- 
self, but to take what is best 
from both old and new. 

"Democracy Dcst royed" 

"We nrc conditioning units for 
mass servitude. In a chaotic world 
we are entrusted with a few price- 
less things thnt still remain: The 
fervor of religious faith, the abso- 
lution of moral principle, the free- 
dom of the mind. Democracy is the 
fruit of these roots. They must be 
renewed with each generation or 
democracy will be destroyed."

Al Mikalachki of thé Georgians 
wa3 high scorer in the game with 
24 points. His brother Mel was not 
to be outdone however, as he chip- 
ped in with 23 points in the losing 
cause. Baron Byng's gift to the 
McGill bnsketball team, Lou Gor- 
don, continued his fine shooting and 
netted 10 points while bucket man 
Leon Duplessis was good for 14. 

Duplessis was again one of the 
outstanding figures on the floor as 
he teamed with O/./.ie Zommcrs to 
ontrol the backboards for the Red- 
men. The Georgians had trouble 
slopping Innky Leon and fouled 
him consistently as he tried to 
hook Trom the bucket. In the 
second half, however, the fast- 
break which McGill was using 
gave Duplessis little chance to get 
his hands on the hall in the bucket 
and so the Red men's best scoring 
weapon had no chance to function 
properly.

Toronto, November 20 - The Western Mustnngswho specialize in fantastic finishes, pulled one of 
their greatest this afternoon, us they recovered a Queen's fumble on the last play of the game to give 
them a touchdown, and a 20-18 victory. The win sends the Mustangs into the Yates Cup final next 
Saturday against Varsity. 



The fumble occurcd when Gino 
Farcas' desperation field goal at- 
tempt took a crazy bounce off the 
fingers of Ron Stewnrt, and was 
fallen upon by Don Killingcr for 
the major. The freak play made a 
goat of Stewart, the diminutive 
all-star, who had scored two fourth 
quarter touchdowns to put the 
Gaels in the lead. 

The Queens players lay down on 
the field after the game and wept 
openly. Al Kocman and several 
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members of the band attacked Um- 
pire Fred Sgambati, who had ruled 
pass interference to give the Mus- 
tangs the ball on the 35, and set 
the stage for the field goal. 

FIRST QUARTER 
Western opened the scoring driv- 
ing 75 yards for T.D. the first time 
they had the ball. They took 11 
plays to go the distance. Simmons 
and Fracas doing the ball-carry- 
ing, Fracas finally going over the 
one yard line. The convert was 
missed. 

Queens took the Mustang kick 
off and behind the running of 
Stewart and Surphlis drove to the 
Western 12. They were stopped 
and had to settle for a single, 
which left the quarter time score 
5-1. 



SECOND QUARTER

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After Saturday's tragic end to 
the Queen's University Gaels of 
1951, one begins to wonder whe- 
ther John Metros, marvel mentor 
of the Mustangs, does not wield 
some sort of influence with the 
gods of chance. 

Western was trnilin Queen's 
18-15 in the .semi-final of the 
intercollegiate playoffs with 
only one play remaining in 
the hallgame. M el r as called 
for a desperation field goal 
attempt from the 35 yard line 
by his triple threat, all star 
half, Oino Fracas, which po- 
tentially would have ended 
the ball game in an 18-18 
deadlock. The kick fell way 
short of the uprights, but, as 
fate would have it, the ball 
took a crazy bounce upon 
landing and trickled into the 
end zone. Ron Slewart, the 
Gaelic pride and joy, prounced 
on it only to have it squirt out 
of his hands and fall easy 
prey to Western's on rushing 
end Killenger for the major 
and a ticket to the collegiate 
finnls next Saturday. 

For the Mustangs, this was no 
new story. These incalculable 
twists of fate have been coming 
their way enough times to defy 
even the motcmatical laws of per- 
centages. Three years ago in the 
intercollegiate playoffs against 
McGill, Western came up with a 
similar stroke of luck to take the 
championship. With only a mntter 



of seconds remaining in the game, 
the leading Redmcn fumbled a 
punt which resulted in a loose ball 
in their end zone. You know the 
rest of the story. 

Last year against Varsity in the 
final, Western trailed 8-7 with only 
40 seconds of play remaining. 
Quarterback Don Getty, as his 
final bid, unleashed a pass that 
went for 46 yards to paydirt and 
nnother championship. The full 
significance of the play becomes 
apparent when wo realize that the 
tight Toronto defense had not al- 
lowed a single touchdown off a 
passing play all season. 

For the Gaels the outcome 
was a great shock. Pent up 
tempers broke loose and some 
of the players roughed up a 
referee who hud culled a de- 
batable decision ugainst them 
n few plays earlier. Others 
just sut down on the field and 
cried. This year was the first 
that Queen's was able to 
muster up a contender since 
their championship squad of 
1937. 

The same day in Montreal, the 
Alouettes took the final game of 
the total point playoff series 
against Hamilton 24-19 to win the 
right to a trip to Toronto and the 
Grey Cup classic against Edmon- 
ton. The Eskies earned the right 
to represent the Western powers 
by defeating Kitchener of the 
ORPU 37-li. 



Matmen Optimistic As Start Of Season Nears 



The prospects of the McGill mnt- 
mcn this year appear to bo on tho 
bright side. Although finishing in 
last place in the Intercollegiate 
Championships at Kingston last 
year, this was a team made up 
mainly of Freshmen and these one 
year veterans should form the nuc- 
leus of a good team, thanks to their 
experience. 

Enhancing their prospects this 
year is tho return of Allan Turn- 
bull as wrestling coach. Turnbull 
'has been wrestling and coaching 
wrestlers for twenty yenrs and is 
» one of Canada's foremost authori- 



ties on nmateur wrestling. Ho was 
the Canadian Olympic and British 
Empire Games coach and his ex- 
pert coaching should aid the Red 
matmen considerably. 

The matmen are getting in shape 
and will hold dual meets with sev- 
eral American colleges in prepara- 
tion for the Intercollegiate Cham- 
pionships to be held at Ontnrio 
Agricultural College nenr the end 
of February. Entered in these 
Championships besides McGill and 
OAC will be Queens and the de- 
fending co-champions, Western nnd 
Toronto.

NO INTER HOCKEY THIS YEAR 

BRAVES BURY THE HATCHET

For the first time in many a season, the Ottawa St. Lawrence 
Hockey Conference will Ibe without a representative from McGill. Duo 
to the fact that the Braves were unable to secure ice for either prac- 
tices or games, they were forced to suspend operation for this season 
at least. 



It is quite certain that once the 
J. W. MncConnell Winter Stadium 
has been completed, the Inter- 
mediate Braves will rejoin tho 
league. Until then, the Senior Red- 
mcn will bo McGill's only hockey 
team. 

Actually attempts were made to 
get ice at no less than five diffe- 
rent rinks, the Forum, Loyola, 
Verdun, St. Laurent and Lachinc. 
In nil cnscs\ the time was filled up, 
or practices could only be held at 
absurd hours. Negotiations were 
made with Lower Canada College 
to use their new rink and every- 
thing seemed to be set, but their 
rink collapsed and so did the Bra- 
ves' chances of performing this 
year. 

Johnny Meagher, last year's 
Inter coach, outlined more elabo- 
rately the reasons for the move. 
Last season's team had eight 
games scheduled. They ended up 
playing and losing only four, by 
close scores, with ono exception. 
In the other three games, they held 
leads right up to the dying mo- 
ments, but their lack of condition 
began to show and their opponents 
won. 

Last season's Braves were sup- 



posed to use Loyola ice, but that 
rink didn't open until the season 
ended. As a consequence the Braves 
practised a total of four times. 
Once before the league started, 
and three other times, including 
a 7 am practice at the Forum. As 
a result, not only was the team out 
of shape, hut the players were 
quite unfamiliar with each other's 
style of play. 

These are not merely excuses 
for the Braves' poor showing last 
year, but, to the contrary, show 
that unless a team is in condition, 
has a certain amount of coordina- 
tion, and gets more than four 
practices in four months, it can't 
hope to win any laurels. 

The Ottawa St. Lawrence Con- 
ference schedule had been drawn 
up this year so that each team 
would play 12 games. Since McGill 
could only get ice six times lost 
year, it was impossible to continue 
and so the Bed and White bowed 
out of the league.

"Many people believe that Hindu When 
women are unequal to men.

Caste System 

In a first hand version on the 
social aspects of India, she empha- 
sized the fact that the caste sys- 
tem is dying. She explained that 
it originated as a religious, and not 
as a social function; where each 
person was classified according to 
education nnd the type of work he 
wes doing. However, through cen- 
turies of evolution, this seems to 
have developed into hereditary 
group isolationism. 

Position of Women 

"Even todny," she noted, "all a 
woman has to do is put her hus- 
bands slippers out of the house 
to let the poor fellow know that he 
is divorced."
